The following is taken from the 
Columbus Dispatch, of September 
14th:— 

Improvements at the Ohio State 
School for the Deaf have been com¬ 
pleted and the rehabilitated institu¬ 
tion will open October 3d, Edward 
R. Abernathy, superintendent, said 
on Wednesday. 

Repairs which are estimated to 
have cost between 827,000 and $28.- 
000 , included the virtual elimination 
of fire hazards in the building and 
the installation of a new alarm sys¬ 
tem, designed to awaken and empty 
the structure in a minimum of time. 
Tests will be held some time this 
week. 

Four antiquated wooden stairways 
were torn out and replaced by con¬ 
crete stair wells. A steel fire escape 
was installed on the boys’ side of the 
building as added protection. 

The alarm system, which flashes 
red lights, rings gongs on each floor, 
and is connected with downtown fire 
engine houses, has been successful 
similar institutions throughout 
the country. 

Ninety per cent of the fixtures in 
the school were replaced; an' inter- 
communicatioirsystem of telephones 
installed for teachers and employes; 
fireproof concrete platform for the 
mounting of new ranges in the kit - 
clien, and the razing of two old chitn - 
neys ulttTTeptrir xvork to 11 others 
were included in the general building 
program, Thomas Brand of the state 
architect's office revealed, Wednes¬ 
day. 

Picking up an encyclopedia I turn¬ 
ed to see what was said about deaf- 
mutes, and after reading some I turn¬ 
ed to see when the book was publish¬ 
ed and found it was a 1931 edition. 
The writer of the article said that 
two methods of instruction for the 
deaf and dumb are used—the sign 
language and articulation. He also 
said that in the former method 'no 
spelling with the hands is permitted, 
but after the pupils become expert 
in signing the hand alphabet is intro¬ 
duced. It seems to me when en¬ 
cyclopedias are in the making it is 
best to get those who know about 
education of the deaf to tell the truth 
about cur work. Surely it is queer 
what ideas many educated people 
have about the sign language and 
our work of teaching the deaf.
